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HE first sets of the new 
edition of Compton’s arrived 
in the Editorial Department 
this morning. After spending sev- 
eral hours in an enthusiastic exami- 
nation of the volumes, I scrapped 
the copy that I had written in or- 
der to give you my first impressions of this 
the most important edition that we have 
published in many a year. 

I knew, of course, what the new features 
were, for I had sat in on the planning and 
had seen them in various stages of develop- 
ment. But I had not previously realized 
how completely the set would be changed 
in appearance and feeling. The newly de- 
signed covers and endpapers are stunning, 
and I especially like the simplicity of the 
new page design. Now it will be much 
easier for children to find their references, 
for the page numbers stand out boldly and 
are in close proximity to the guide words 
which head each column. 

The set has been expanded by some 400 
pages. I knew that too, but I was still 
surprised to find that my book rack would 
accommodate only fourteen of the fifteen 
volumes. So until a new rack arrives, 
WXYZ will be separated from the rest of 
the family. 

Children and grownups alike will be en- 
thusiastic about the new colored illustra- 
tions. There are many pages of direct-color 
photographs illustrating such articles as 
Birds, Fruits, and Flowers, and I have just 
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been exclaiming over the beauty 

of the colored photographs of 

mineral crystals. There are hun- 

dreds of new black and white 

photographs in the set also. 

Many new picture diagrams 

have been prepared for this edi- 
tion, most of them in color. The new maps 
are colorful too. The state maps show every 
little hamlet and village, and all the places 
on each map are indexed on the reverse 
side. Colored physical maps for many coun- 
tries have been added, and there are some 
very interesting product maps. The originals 
for these were made of clay. Tiny models 
of the various products were then superim- 
posed and the whole photographed in color. 

Before I run out of space, I had better 

discuss text changes. There is not room for | 
the full story here, but librarians will be 
particularly pleased at the thoroughness of 
revision in articles on countries and cities 
affected by the war. Many of these articles 
have been rewritten and re-illustrated, 
among others those on Russia and Germany. 
Much of the science material also has been 
rewritten or extensively revised. I may as 
well confess right now that I haven't read 
these scientific articles, but I am fascinated 
by the colored picture diagrams dealing 
with such subjects as Radar, Jet Propulsion, 
Atoms, Volcanoes, etc. Any one of these 
picture pages goes a long way to prove the 
truth of the old Chinese adage—"One pic-] 
ture is worth a thousand words.’ L.J.L. 
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OMEONE once asked Samuel Gom- 
pers, founding father of the American 
Federation of Labor, where labor 

would stop in its demands. “It won’t stop 
at any particular point,” replied Gompers. 
“Organized labor makes a constantly in- 
creasing demand upon society for rewards 
for the service which the workers render 
to society.” This anecdote sets the tone 
to a terse chapter on management’s rights 
in Aaron Levenstein’s Labor Today and 
Tomorrow, a popular volume on labor 
relations. The chapter shows how over 
the years labor has extended its demands 
from simple wage and hour increases to 
general improvement of working condi- 
tions and finally to a share in management 
itself. 

The question of how much wages labor 
can or should demand is an increasingly 
important one, not only to economists and 
students of collective bargaining, but to 
hovcawivas and all other consumers. The 
problem of a wage-price spiral is right in 
front of our noses. 

The Twentieth Century Fund’s recent 
Trends in Collective Bargaining has a good 
deal to say on this subject. In the last 
chapter the Fund’s Labor Committee, 
made up of eminent government, labor, 
academic, and business leaders, points out 
that unionists and management together 
may price themselves and their product 
right out of the market, if collective bar- 
gaining forgets the public. 

The Committee says that over the long 
run, labor’s demands can increase indefi- 
nitely—so long as productivity increases 
indefinitely, too. If the pie gets bigger, 
we can all have a bigger piece. But many 
unionists shortsightedly resist labor-sav- 
ing devices and technological innovations. 
One of the problems of collective bargain- 
ing is how to decrease this resistance and 
find ways for labor and management to 
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cooperate in regulating the introduction of 


technological improvements. 
To find out how the machinery of 


collective bargaining actually works—from | 


selection of bargaining agents right down 


to the negotiation of contracts, clause by} 


clause, Dr. Neil W. Chamberlain’s Collec- 


tive Bargaining Procedures is an excellent 


source. It is a guidebook for those who 


want to penetrate the ultimate mysteries 


of negotiation. 


Of more general interest and appeal is 


the Public Affairs Committee’s new pam- 


phlet Your Stake in Collective Bargaining | 
by Thomas R. Carskadon and S. T. Wil-f 
liamson. This short pamphlet give a thor- [ 
ough summary of the aims, methods, and | 


problems of collective bargaining. Its main 


thesis is that collective bargaining is here | 


to stay: now how do we learn to use it 
for the benefit of everyone? “Perhaps the 


most important thing about it is for all | 
concerned—unions, management, and the | 


general public—to realize that collective 


bargaining can be used constructively. It | 


can be used not merely to settle disputes 
and create a working basis. It can go 
further and increase the total of the coun- 
try’s wealth and productive power,” the 
authors say. 

Another report that emphasizes the im- 
portance of looking at collective bargain- 
ing as an economic and social tool for 
raising the standard of living and improv- 
ing social relations is the National Policy 
Committee’s memoranda New Responsi- 
bilities of Labor, Management, and Gov- 
ernment. Resolution of Industrial Conflict 
by the same committee provides a concrete 
consideration of what to do about strike 
waves. Representatives of labor, industry, 
law, education, civic agencies, and others 
discussed thé questions of arbitration, 
wildcat strikes, profit-sharing and related 
problems, and this is the report of their 
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discussions. 

In Industrial Relations and the Social 
Order, Wilbert E. Moore deals with col- 
lective bargaining primarily from the point 
of view of the sociologist. He looks at 
labor, management, and industrial con- 
flicts as expressions of social organization 
and is more interested in the mechanics 
of this social organization than in economic 
aims. 

One of the few recent publications that 
deals with management’s view of collec- 
tive bargaining is the recent report of the 
American Management Association, New 
Concepts in Collective Bargaining. This is 
a short summary of how management feels 
about the present trend on the part of 
labor to demand a greater voice in man- 
agement of industry. 

One of the best sources of information 
about labor is Florence Peterson’s Hand- 
book of Labor Unions, a compilation of 
the essential facts about membership, fi- 
nances, constitutions, and chief character- 
istics of the nation’s unions. Another 
excellent and more comprehensive survey 
of labor is Organized Labor by Harry A. 
Millis and Royal E. Montgomery. This is 
Volume IV of a series on The Economics 
of Labor. The survey includes an inform- 
ative section on the theory behind collec- 
tive bargaining and union-industry-gov- 
ernment interrelationships. 

Through almost all the recent articles 
and books on collective bargaining runs a 
common question: how can collective bar- 
gaining best be used to promote economic 
well-being? Most of the authors declare 
at the outset that collective bargaining 
must be accepted as one of the facts of 
economic life, for good or for ill. Most 
think its good features outweigh the bad. 
Strikes get a lot of publicity, but the 
year-in, year-out machinery of collective 





bargaining that doesn’t break down into 
a strike, gets very little. Many people fail 
to realize the vast number of contracts 
that are signed and administered without 
strikes or open conflict. The big strikes 
in vital industries, however, pose a knotty 
problem. In an article on “Strikes and 
the Public Interest,” in the Yale Review, 
Sumner Slichter raises the question of 
whether strikes in some industries are 
not too great a public danger to be per- 
mitted. The brief railroad strike brought 
this question to many people’s minds. 

The Twentieth Century Fund’s Labor 
Committee recommended in Trends in 
Collective Bargaining several ways of im- 
proving collective bargaining. They em- 
phatically recommend more use of impar- 
tial experts—sociologists, economists, sta- 
tisticians—by both labor and management. 
They recommend that more unions take 
steps to insure internal democracy, and 
that union finances be opened under law 
to public scrutiny. They hope that indus- 
try will consider wider industry-organiza- 
tion for bargaining with labor. They 
strongly urge that government interven- 
tion be reduced to a minimum so that 
industry and labor learn to apply collec- 
tive bargaining with self-discipline and 
self-reliance. Most of all, they recommend 
that whenever labor and management sit 
down to bargain they include, as a silent 
partner, the public, which will sooner or 
later pass judgment in the market place 
on the results of their bargaining. Said 
the Committee: “... collective bargaining 
should no longer be the arena in which 
an executive indulges in ego expansion, 
or a union spokesman thumps the table 
to swing his weight around. . . . (they) 
must become—more consciously than ever 
before—trustees of other people’s moneys, 
skills, and aspirations.”
